RESOLUTION AUTHORIZING THE COUNTY MANAGER TO
ALLOCATE AND  TRANSFER $2 MILLION IN
DOCUMENTARY SURTAX FUNDS TO THE MDHA
DEVELOPMENT CORPORATION FOR THE EIGHTH
STREET ELDERLY HOUSING DEVELOPMENT LOCATED
COADJACENT TO THE PARK AND RIDE FACILITY ON THE
SOUTHWEST CORNER OF SW 8™ STREET AND SW 127™
AVENUE; AND AUTHORIZING THE COUNTY MANAGER
TO PREPARE AND EXECUTE ANY NECESSARY
DOCUMENTS AND AGREEMENTS
WHEREAS, on May 21, 2002, this Board adopted Resolution No. R-493-02, authorizing
the County Manager to allow the MDHA Development Corporation to perform all the research,
legal, accounting, financing, procurement, design, construction and any other predevelopment
and development activities necessary to develop the subject property as an apartment building
for low—and very low income elderly residents of Miami-Dade County and park/ride facility; and
WHEREAS, there is a need for affordable housing for the low-and very low income
elderly in Miami-Dade County; and
WHEREAS, the goals of Resolution No. R-493-02 shall be further accomplished in
authorizing the transfer of $2 million of Documentary Surtax funds to the MDHA Development
Corporation, a not-for-profit 501(c)(3) Corporation to proceed to develop the aforementioned
property as housing for the low-and very low income elderly in Miami-Dade County; and
WHEREAS, there is also a need for a community center for the elderly residents of the
apartment facility planned for this location at this site,

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY

COMMISSIONERS OF MIAMI-DADE COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:
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Section 1. The County Manager is authorized to allocate and transfer $2 million of
Documentary Surtax funds to the MDHA Development Corporation for construction and
preconstruction costs and financing costs, including but not limited to design and
predevelopment and development costs, for the low income elderly housing apartment building
located co-adjacent to the park and ride facility on the southwest corner of SW 8" Street and SW
127" Avenue.

Section 2. The County Manager shall determine, in conjunction with the MDHA
Development Corporation, the feasibility of incorporating within the design of the elderly
housing apartment building, subject to all County zoning requirements, and any other
requirements that are set forth by local state and federal laws, a community center for the
residents of the facility.

Section 3. The County Manager shall prepare and execute any documents and
agreements necessary to accomplish the purposes of this resolution and exercise any
amendments, modifications, cancellations, renewal and termination clauses, and take any
necessary actions to assist the MDHA Development Corporation or any of its subsidiaries to
carry out the purposes of this resolution.

The foregoing resolution was sponsored by Commissioner Joe A. Martinez and offered
